1. This Office action is in response to applicant's communication filed on January 30, 1997 
and to the Interview Summary held December 18, 1996. 

2. Claims 1-26 are presented for examination. 



3. Claims 1-26 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

4. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: A method of 
retrieving information in a user-controlled, client, and server environment established over a 
communication channel, wherein retrieved personalized information is defined by a user's profile. 
Thus, the method of information retrieval having an HTTP browser, HTTP server, and Common 
Gateway Interface means, in conjunction with the other limitations of claims 1, 6, 15, and 24 were 
not found in, fairly suggested by, nor obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, over the prior art 
of record (Wheeler et al.; 5,200,993 and McCain et al.; 5,309,351). The other claims, being 
further limitations of claims 1,6, 15, and 24 are also allowable.
